Hi Joanne, 


The 6 big belly trash receptacles requested by the Little Tokyo BID are incorporated into our project. A great deal of 
effort was focused on the funding procedures and environmental hurdles raised by Caltrans (the ATP funding 
grantor), which attributed to the recent schedule delays. Those critical issues are almost resolved, and we are 
preparing to advertise the project in about a month. Our anticipated construction start date is early February 2018. 


Based on our current schedule, I have confidence BOE could work with our future contractor to install the Big Belly 

trash receptacles before 2019. In the attached map BOE received from the Little Tokyo BID, can you please confirm 
the proposed big belly locations are still accurate? Currently, the 6 th location was not provided. Has a location been 
determine now?
